Elimination of the long huul with 
the assurance at the same tind that 
sand and gravel used in concrete road 
construction would be thoroughly cleag 
and free from organic impurities was 
achieved in an ingenious and economic 
inanner on a section of the Denver- 
Morrison highway. Comparatively shal 
low deposits of both required compo f 
nents of the aggregate to be used in 
mixing this concrete were discovered 
in the bed of a small stream which 
flowed within a quarter of a mile of 
the Job. 
rhe contractor determined to utilize 
this natural deposit rather than incur 
the expense and loss of time incident 
to purchase or preparation of the ag- 
gregates in town and consequent long 
haul to the mixer. As it was necessary 
to wash and screen his aggregates as 
well as te elevate for loading into 
trucks, the contractor decided. to at- 
tempt these operations all in one 
move if possibie. 

Accordingly he obtained a six-inch 
centrifugal pump and about 800 feet 
of six-inch iron pipe. A small sump or 
pit was excavated in the bed of the 
atream and the intake of the centrifu- 
gal pump was taid in this pit. The 
bottom of this pit was betow the level 
of the ground water in the gravel bar 
or bed of the creek. The pump took 
in water, sand and pebbles as large as 
three inches in diameter from this 
sump and delivered them through the 
discharge line which was approxi- 
mately 700 feet in length to a flat 
soreen on top of the bins.

INTEREST IS AGAIN REVIVED 


One Year’s Record Proves That Fed- 
eral Licensing of Pilots Would 
Have Saved Many Lives—Last 

Year One of Achievement. 

Washington.—The manner in which 
America has assumed the leadership 
in aviation over the rest of the world 
comes as a surprise to those people 
who were under the impfession that 
Europe was leading-the world in aero- 
nautics. From the time the Wright 
yrothers, in 1903, were-cble to demon- 
strate actual flying untit the World 
war broke out in 1914, European ma- 
tions made far greater progress in 
aviation than did America. 

It was not until 1917, when America 
entered the war, that this nation was 
compelled te begin the colossal task of 
training engineers- und. creating pro- 
duction facilities. And with ‘he ending 
of the war, in 1918, the pressure which 
forced this expansion was withdrawn, 
and it was two years later, or last 
year, before a marked increase in pub- 
lic Interest was noticeable, and Amert- 
can aviators began to come into their 
own again. 

The year 1921 is marked by three 
outstanding aviation events, one of 
universal and epochal importance. 
During June and July there were held, 
100 miles off the Virginia capes, a 
series of experiments in the course of 
which aircraft flown from land bases 
bombed and sank one after the other, 
a submarine, a destroyer, & light 
cruiser, and a dreadnought, the most 
modern examples of warship cones 
tlon. 

In the autumn the conference on the 
Umitation of armament was held in 
Washington, and it is asserted that 
the bombing tests cleared the way, 
more than any other single event, for 
a possible solution of the international 
competition in capital ship construc- 
tion.

Gives Scientific Reasons. 


Mr. Daniels has prepared an elab- 
orate statement on the subject of 
“drawing chimneys.” He goes into the 
scientific reasons for the lack of prop- 
er draft. He. asserts that a “round 
flue is the most desirable because it 
offers legs resistance to the spirally 
ascending column of smoke and 
gases.” 2 

It has been found that “large trees 
located near chimney tops, may deflect 
wind currents down the chimney. This 
may be avoided by placing the chim- 
ney on the opposite side of the bufld- 
ing.” 

“The best location for the chimney 
is ‘near the center of the building, for 
when so located its four walls are kept 
warm; cold winds cannot chill it and 
catise It to draw poorly,” Mr. Daniels 
asserts.
